His Wealth and His Funeral at New 
Albany Monday. 


NBW ALBANY, May 7.—The remains of 
Washington C. DePanw reached this 
city last evening at 7:45. 
Extensive 
preparations are made for the obsequies, 
which will not take place until Monday 
afternoon next, due to the inability of a 
son, Charles W. DePauw, to return 
sooner from 
Mexico, 
where 
he was 
called to look after his father's min- 
ing interest. 
The family will have 
charge of the borial, but will be assisted 
by the Masons and . Odd Feflows. 
All 
public buildings are draped in mourning 
and flags are lowered at half-mast. 
In 
the death of this distinguished citizen 
and benefactor New Albany can not help 
mourning. 
Had it not been for him the 
city would not enjoy the manufacturing 
reputation it does to-day. 
His body has 
been embalmed, and arrangements will 
be made for it to lie in state on Sunday 
so as to be viewed by his large circle of 
friends and acquaintances. 
All the 
prominent 
men, including capitalists 
residing in this and other states, have 
been invited to attend the funeral, which 
will be the largest ever witnessed in 
southern Indiana. 
The services will be

Mr. DePauw leaves an estate of from 
ten to fifteen millions. 
He leaves a will

The b^ilance of his estate, 
except propably 8100,000 in benevolence, 
goes to his wife, two sons and daughter. 
J lis sons, Newland F. and C. D. DePauw, 
will be the executors of his estate, and 
under the will continue his present ex- 
tensive manufacturing interests in opera- 
tion, of which about $300,000 are in New 
Albany,

CONCORDIA COLLEGE. 


The Lutheran 
Synod Considers this 
Great Institutiou of Learning. 


Yesterday afternoon 
the 
German 
Lutheran synod took up the report of 
the board of trustees of the Teachers' 
Seminary at Addison, Wis. 
It says that 
in August, 1884, E. L. Backhaus, of 
Chicago, was chosen the seventh pro- 
fessor in that institution. 
Two homes 
for professors have been built to the 
school at a cost of $5,522. The seminary 
building had also been completed at an 
outlay of $26,700. 
For the improve- 
ments at this institution $34,000 has 
been collected from the synod congrega- 
tions and all but about $1,000 paid in, 
leaving, after the expenditures noted 
above, a cash balance in its favor of 
$6,057. 
The number of students in the 
Addison college in 1884 were 200; in 
1885, 240; in 1886, 266. 
The graduates 
in 1884 numbered 21; in 1885, 22, in 
1886, 42, and this year 29 pupils will be 
admitted to the examination. The report 
says it is a mistake to believe that the 
supply of teachers exceed the demands, 
because it adds that they could engage 
from forty to fifty per cent, more in the 
work of instruction if applicants present 
themselves. 
The members of the con- 
gregations under the synod are therefore 
invited to send their young men to this 
institution, as positions are guaranteed 
all who are educated for professorships. 
The report asked for the construction of 
a home for the director and his family, 
at a cost of $3,000. 
It was necessary to 
build a large supply and provision house, 
in which the janitor could reside, and to 
whioh also, hospital rooms might be 
added, at a cost of $14,000. 
It says the 
old buildings require thorough repairs 
at a probable cost of $200. 
The whole 
matter of improvements-to the seminary 
was referred to the 
finance 
committee 
to report on their necessity and to 
suggest ways and means for their con- 
summation. 


The teachers of the Wisconsin district 
asked a vote in certain matters of im- 
mediate interest to them, such as elect- 
ing ofBcers, etc., but the synod could 
not grant the prayer, as it necessitated a 
change in the constitution, and that was 
impossible at this sitting.

the college grounds are all in very fine 
condition, therefore no large amount of 
money wùl be claimed for their purpose 
from the synod.

olution was adopted by the synod that a 
new floor should, as soon as necessary, 
be laid on the second story of the col- 
lege building proper; that the salary of 
the director be raised to $1,200; that it 
shall be obligatory to all students, who 
can, to participate in the regular sing- 
ing exercises; that the trustees shall fix 
the salary of the instructor of singing. 


On the question of erecting homes for 
the professors on the Concordia college 
grounds it WM decided to defer action 
until the committee on allowanees make 
their report. 
It was further resolved 
that the school terms at the colleges, 
save that at St. Louis, shall begin the 
first Wednesday in September and end 
the last Wednesday in June. 


The Pro-gymnasium at Milwaukee 
was again called up and the matter was 
sent over until Monday, when the synod 
will have to decide on its acceptance as 
the property of the general synod and 
its conversion into a college. 
If it is 
accepted, it will give the synod two gen- 
eral colleges, one at Milwaukee and one 
at Fort Wayne. 
THE SENTINBII can say 
that no member of the synod has enter- 
tained the remotest idea of removing 
Concordia college from Fort Wayne and 
all talk on the subject is of the idlest 
sort.

HOW]S_THIS? 


A Decision That May Save the City 
$7,600 and Its Splendid 
Fire Apparatus. 


at

Some weeks ago Bragg & Walker, of 
Indianapolis, the alleged owners of cer' 
tain fire alarm appliances for loosening 
the doors of engine houses, horse stables 
and other purposes, through their at- 
torneys, Morris & Barrett, made a de 
mand for $7,500 from our city council, 
by reason of the devises in use at the 
engine housee in this city the past ten 
years, they claiming an infringement of 
their patents. 
It was very firmly stated 
that unless Bragg & Walker's claim was 
satisfactorily settled they would enter 
suit against the city for the full amount 
demanded. 
The matter received but 
little attention from the council until 
about two weeks ago, when Dr. Walker 
came here and closely inspected the en- 
gine house devices. Theu his attorneys 
presented a communication to the council, 
saying that if the city would pay over to 
his clients $7,500 there would be no 
further trouble. 
The matter was re- 
ferred to the city attorney and the mem- 
bers of the fire committee and they now 
have the proposition under consideration. 
The 
following 
from 
the 
Fireman's 
Herald will prove interesting reading to 
the city authorities and may assist them 
in winning their fight with Walker & 
Bragg: "The decision recently rendered 
in the United States court in the case of 
Robert Bragg against the city of Port- 
land, Oregon, will be hailed with joy by 
every city using electric signal recorders 
and electrical apphances for opening 
doors or releasing horses in 
engine 
houses. 
Mr, Bragg was awarded $2.000 
damages some time since because the 
Portland fire department used certain 
electrical devises for which he had pat- 
ents without his permission. 
Bragg of- 
fered to sell the city the right to use his 
devices perpetually for the sum of $2,- 
0®0, but the offer was refused and they 
were removed from the engine houses, 
and for a few weeks the fire department 
was run without them. 
This was found 
to be inconvenient, and Mr. A. J. Coffee, 
the accomplished electrician of the de- 
partment, set to work to supply the de- 
ficiency. 
In a short time he evolved an 
apparatus which did the work of un- 
hitching horses and registering alarms 
in a first-class manner. 
In due course 
of time a patent was applied for and 
granted. 
Mr. Bragg brought suit in the 
United States court for an alieged in- 
fringement on his two patents, Nos. 
6,831 and 173,161, covering what is 
known as "Bragg's gong attachment for 
engine houses" and "Bragg's electric- 
magnetic recording mechanisms." Simi- 
jar devices are used in engine houses 
all over the country for opening doors, 
releasing horses, turning on gas and re- 
cording the number of a box from which 
the alarm of fire has been turned in 
by electricity. 
The devices used by the 
city of Portland, consists of an 'electric 
horse unhitcher' and an 'electric signal 
recorder,' both tbe inventions of Mr. A. 
J. Coffee, the talented superintendent of 
fire alarm telegraph, and he has secured 
United States patents on them, which 
are numbered respectively 389,043 and 
339,381. 
The court decided that the 
Coffee paients do not in any particular 
infringe the Bragg patents. 
No one, 
therefore, is an infringer unless he uses 
Bragg's particular construction. 
The 
legal effect of this is to take away from 
Bragi* a broad construction and leave 
him merely a skeleton of but little par • 
tical value, and Mr. Coffee is left the un- 
disputable ownership of his inventions. 
Between fifteen and twenty models were 
offered in evidence as bearing on 
the 
question at issue. 
Among these were 
noted Professor Morse's first invention, 
made in 1832, which is popularly known 
as Morse's picture frame model from the 
fact that it was made from a picture 
frame by the discover of telegraphy. An 
ordinary Morse register was also offered 
in evidence. 
This register was used by 
the Western Union Telegraph company 
twenty years ago in New York City. 
Other interesting relics of the infancy of 
electrical inventions were also shown. 
Among these were a bell ringer used by 
the New York fire department forty 
years ago, and a model of M. G. Far- 
mer's patent of 1852. 
These various 
models were connected with a battery 
and their workings shown. 
Another 
interesting model was one of the 
time 
bells used at the Greenwich observatory 
at Liverpool, Glasgo w and Port Eliza- 
beth and at the Cape 
of Good Hope. 
All thes e were used to show that they 
contained the same principle as Bragg's 
patent. 
The effect of the decision on 
the Bragg patents is disastrous, as it de- 
cides that the principles therein em- 
bodied were not discovered by Bragg, 
but were old and well known for many 
years prior to his patents, and the scope 
of his invention is merely the embodi 
ment of those old principles into a par- 
ticular construction of mechanicism."

BBOOKliTN, May 1.—At the tabernacle 
this morning the pastor, the Bev. T. De 
Witt Talmage, D. D., expounded some of 
the Proverbs of Solomon. 
The congrega- 
tion sang with magnificent effect the hymn 
beginning: 


Ann of the I/ord, awake 1 awake 1 
Pat on thy strength, the nations shake. 


Dr. Talmage took for his text Acts xix. 
19: "Many of them also which used 
curious arts brought their books together, 
and burned them before all men; and they 
counted the price of Uiem, and found it 
60,000 pieces of silver." 


Paul bad been stirring up Ephesus with 
some lively Bermous about the sins of that 
place. 
Among the more important results 
•was the fact that the citizens brought oat 
their bad books, and in a public place made 
a bonfire oi them. I see the people com- 
ing out with their arms full of Lphesian 
literature, and tossing it into the flames. I 
hear an economist standing by and sa.ving: 
"Stop this waste. 
Here are $7,500 worth 
of books—do you propose to bum tnem all 
up? If you don't want to read them your- 
selves, sell them, and let somebody else 
read them." 
"No." said the people, "if 
these books are not good enough for us, 
they are not good for anybody else, and we 
shall stand and watch until the last leaf has 
turned to ashes. 
They have done us a 
world of harm, and they shall never do 
others harm." 
Hear the flames crackle and 
roar! 


Well, my friends, one of the wants of 
the cities of this country is a great bonfire 
of bad books and newspapers. 
We have 
enough fuel to make a blaze 200 feet high. 
Many of the publishing houses would do 
well to throw into the blaze their entire 
stock of goods. Bring forth the insuffer- 
able trash and put it into the fire, and let it 
be known, in the presence of God, and 
angels, and men, that you are going to rid 
your homes of the overtopping and under- 
lying curse of profligate literature. 


The printing 
press is the mightiest 
agency on the earth for good and for evil. 
The minister of the Gospel, standing in a 
pulpit, has a responsible position; but I do 
not think it is as responsible as the position 
of an editor or a publisher. 
At what 
distant point of time, at what far out cycle 
of eternity will cease the influence of a 
Henry J. Raymond, or a Horace Greeley, 
or a James Gordon Bennett, or a Watson 
Webb, or an Erastus Brooks, or a Thomas 
Kinsella? 
Take the simple fact that our 
New York dailies now have a circulation ol 
about 850,000 per day, and add to it the 
fact that three of our weekly periodicals 
have an aggregate circulation of about 
1,000,000, and then cipher, if you can, how 
far up, and how far down, and how far out 
reach the influences of the American print- 
Inff press. 
Great God, what is to be the 
issue of all this? I believe the Lord in- 
tends the printing press to be the chief 
means for the world's rescue and evange- 
lization, and I think that the great last 
battle of the world will not be fought with 
swords and guns, but with types and 
presses—a purified and Gospel literature 
triumphing 
over, tramping 
down, and 
crushing out forever that which is de- 
raved. The only way to overcome unclean 
iteratnie is by scattering abroad that which 
18 healthful. 
May God speed the cylinders 
of an honest, 
intelligent, 
aggressive. 
Christian printing press. 


I have to tell you this morning that the 
greatest blessing that ever came to this" 
nation is that of an elevated literature, and 
the greatest scourge has been that of un- 
clean literature. 
This last has its victims 
In all occupations and departments. It 
has helped to fill insane asylums, and 
penitentiaries, and alms houses, and dens 
of shame. 
The bodies of this infection 
lie in the hospitals and in the graves, while 
their souls are being tossed over into a lost 
eternity, an avalanche of horror and de- 
spair! 


The London plague was nothing to it. 
That counted its victims by thousands, but 
this modern pest has already shoveled its 
millions into the 
charnel house of the 
morally dead. 
The longest rail train that 
ever ran over the Erie and Hudson tracks 
was not long enough to carry the beastli- 
ness and the putrefaction which have been 
gathered up in bad books and newspapers 
of this land in the last twenty years. 


Now, it is amid such circumstances that I 
put this morning a question of overmaster- 
ing importance to you and your families. 
^Vbat books aud newspapers shall we read? 
You see I group them together. A news- 
paper is only a book in a swifter and more 
portable shape, and the same rules which 
will apply to book reading will apply to 
newspaper reading. 
AVhat shall we read? 
Shall our minds be the receptacle of every- 
thing that iin author has mind to write? 
Shall there be no distinction between the 
tree of life and the tree of death? 
Shall 
we stoop down and drink out of the trough 
which the wickedness of men has filled 
with pollution and shame? 
Shall we mire 
in impurity and chase fantastic will-o'-the- 
wisps across the swamps when we might 
walk in the blooming gardens of God? Oh, 
nol For the sake of our present and ever- 
lasting welfare we must make an intelli- 
gent Christian choice. 
Standing as we do 
chin deep in fictitious literature, the first 
question that many of the young people 
»re asking me is: "Shall we read novels?" I 
reply: 
There are novels that are pure, 
good. Christian, elevating to the heart and 
ennobling to the life. But I have still 
further to say that I believe that ninety- 
nine out of 100 novels in this day are bale- 
ful and des£ructive to the last degree. A 
pure work of fiction if history and poetigr 
combined. 
I t is a history of t h i n g s around 
us'' with t h e licenses a n d t h e assumed 
n a m e s of poetry. 
T h e world can 
never 
pay the debt which it owes to such fiction 
writers as Hawthorne a n d McKenzie, and 
Landon'ind Hunt, and Arthur and Marion 
Harland, and others whose names are 
familiar to all. 
The follies of high life 
were never better exposed than by Misi 
Edgeworth. 
The memories of the past 
were never more faithfully embalmed than 
in Ihe writings 
of 
Walter 
Scott. 
Cooper's novels are healthfully redolent 
with the breath of the seaweed and the 
air of the American forest. 
Charles Kings- 
ley has smitten the morbidity of the world, 
and led a great many to appreciate the 
poetry of sound health, strong muscles, and 
fresh air. 
Thackeray did a grand work in 
caricaturing the pretenders to gentility and 
high blood. 
Dickens has built his own 
monument in his books, which are an ever- 
lasting plea for the poor and the anathema 
of injustice. Now, 1 say, books like these, 
read at right times, and read in right pro- 
portion witt other books, cannot help but 
be ennobling and purifying; but, alas for 
the loathsome and impure literature that 
has come upon this country in the shape oi 
novels, like a freshet ore^owine all the 
banks of decency and common sense! They 
are coming from some of the most cele- 
brated publishing houses of the country. 
They are coming with recommendations of 
some ef our religious newspapers. 
They 
lie on your center table to curse your chil- 
dren and blast with their infernal fires 
generations unborn. You find these books 
in the desk of the school miss, in the trunk 
of the young man, in the steamboat cabin, 
ou the table of the hotel reception room. 
You see a light in your child's room late a( 
night. 
You suddenly go in and say: 
••What are you doing?" "I am reading." 
* What are you reading?" "A book." You 
look at the book; it is a bad book. 
"Where 
did you get it?" "I borrowed it," 
Alas, 
there are always those abroad who would> 
like to loan your son and daughter a .bad 
book. Everywhere, everywhere an un-. 
eleau literature. I charge upon it the de-

iialp me to speak m m rexerence to my iasi 
account and God help you to listen. 


I ohazge you, in the first place, to stand 
•ioof ^ m all books that give false pictures 
«f human life. Life is neither a tragedy 
nor a farce. 
Men are not all either knaves 
or heroes. Women axe neither angels nor 
furies. And yet, if you depended upon 
much of the literature of the day you would 
get the idea that life, instead of being 
something earnest» something practical, is 
a fitful and fantastic and extravagant thing. 
Bow poorly prepared are that young man 
and woman for the duties of to-day who 
•pent last night wading through brilliant 


M ^ î n ^ a d â ^ ^ ^ ^ ^ b e m ^ w i l l be looki^ 
all day long for his heroine in the tin shop, 
by tue forge, in the factory, in the count- 
ing-room, and he will not find her, and he 
will be dissatisfied. A man who gives him- 
self up to the indiscriminate reading of 
novels will be nerveless, inane, and a 
nuisance. He will be fit neither for the 
store, nor the shop, nor the field. A wo- 
man who ^ves herself up to the indiscrim- 
inate reading of novels will be unfitted for 
the duties of wife, mother, sister, daughter. 
There she is, hair df.ahevelled, countenance 
vacant, cheeks pale, hands 
trembling, 
bursting into tears at midnight over the 
fate of some unfortunate lover; in the day 
lime, when she ought to be busy, staring 
by the half hour at nothing, biting her 
linger nails into the quick. 
The carpet, 
that was plain before, will be plainer after 
having wandered through a romance all 
night long in tesselated halls of cities. 
And your industrious companion will be 
more unattractive than ever now that you 
have walked in the romance through parks 
with 
plumed 
princesses, or lounged in 
She arbor with the polished desperado. Oh, 
these confirmed novel readers! 
They are 
unfitted for this life, which is a tremendous 
iiscipline. 
They know not how to go 
through the furnaces of trial through which 
they must pass, and they are unfitted for a 
world where everything we gain we achieve 
by hard, long-continuing, and exhaustive 
work. 


Again: 
Abstain from all those books 
which, while they have some good things 
ftbout them, have also an admixture of 
evil. 
You have read books that had two 
elements in them—the crood and the bad. 
Which stuck to you? 
T h e bad! 
T h e heart 
ot mo;st neoDle is like a sieve, which lets 
the small particles of gold f a l l 
through, 
but k e e p s t h e great cinders. 
Once i n n 
while there is a mind like a loadstone, 
which, plunged amid steel and brass fill- 
ings, gathers up the sleel and repels the 
brass. 
But it is generally just the oppo- 
aife. If you attempt to plunge through a 
hedge of burrs to get one blackberry, you 
will get more burrs than 
blackberries. 
You cannot aiford to read a bad book, 
however good you are. 
You say: 
"The 
Influence is insienificant." I tell you that 
the scratch of a pin has sometimes pro- 
duced the lockjaw. Alas, if through curi- 
osity, as many do, you pry into an evil 
book, your curiosity is as dangerous as that 
of the man who would take a torch into a 
gunpowder mill merely to see whether it 
would really 
blow up or not. 
In a 
menagerie in New York a man put his arm 
through the bars of a black leopard's cage. 
The animal's hide looked so sleek, and 
bright, and beautiful. He just stroked it 
once. 
The monster seized him, and he 
drew forth a hand torn, and mangled, and 
bleeding. 
Oh, touch not evil, even with 
the faintest stroke! 
Though it may be 
glossy and beautiful, touch it not, lest you 
pull forth your soul torn and bleeding 
under t h e c l u t c h of t h e black 
l e o p a r d . 
"But," you say, "how can I find out 
whether a book is good or bad without 
reading it?" 
There is always 
something 
suspicions about a bad book. I never knew 
an exception—something suspicieus in the 
index or style of illustration. 
This v e n o m - 
ous reptile almost always carries a warning 
rattle. 


Again: I charge you to stand off from 
all those books which corrupt the imagina- 
tion and inflame the passions. I do not 
refer now to that kind of a book which the 
villain has under his coat waiting for the 
school lo get out and then, looking both 
ways to see that there is no policeman 
around the block, offers the book to your 
son on his way home. I do not speak of 
that kind of literature, but that which 
evades the law and comes out in polished 
style, and with acute plot sounds the toc- 
sin that rouses up all the baser passions of 
the soul. 
To-day, under the nostrils of 
this land, there is fetid, reeking, un- 
washed literature enough to poison all the 
fountains of public virtue and smite your 
sons and daughters as with the wing of a 
iestroying angel, and it is time that the 
ministers of the Gospel blew the trumpet 
ind rallied the forces of righteousness, all 
irmed to the teeth, in this great battle 
against a depraved literature. 


Again, abstain from those books which 
are apologetic of crime. It is a sad thing 
that some of the best and most beautiful 
book bindery, and some of the finest 
rhetoric, have been brought to make sin at- 
tractive. 
Vice is a horrible thing, anyhow. 
It is bom in shame and it dies howling in 
the darkness. 
In this world it is scourged 
with a whip of scorpions, but afterward the 
thunders of God's wrath pursue it across a 
boundless desert, beating it with ruin and 
woe. 
When you come to paint carnality, 
do not paint it as looking from behind ein- 
broidered curtains or through latti<2a of 
royal seraglio, but as writhing in the 
agonies of a city hospital. 


Cursed be the books that try to make im- 
purity decent and crime atti-active and 
hypocrisy noble. 
Cursed be the books 
that swarm with libertines and despera- 
does, who make the brain of the young 
people whirl with villainy. Ye authors who 
write them, ye publishers who print them, 
pe booksellers who distribute them shall 
be cut to pieces, if not by an aroused com- 
munity, then at last b y t h e hail of D i y i n e 
vengeance, which shall s w e e p to the lowest 
pit of perdition all y e murderers of souls. 
I tell you, though you may escape i n t h i s 
world, y o u will be ground at last under the 
hoof of eternal calamities, and y o u will b e 
chained t o t h e rock, a n d y o u will have t h e 
vultures of despair clawing at your soul, 
and those whom you have destroyed will 
come around to torment you, and to pour 
hotter coals of fury upon your head, and 
rejoice eternally in the outcry of your pain 
and the howl of your damnation. 
"God 
Bhall wound the hairy scalp of him that 
goeth on in his trespasses." 


The clock strikes midnight. 
A fair 
form bends over a romance. 
The eyes 
flash fire. The breath is quick and irregu- 
lar. 
Occasionally the color flashes to the 
cheek, and then dies out. 
The hands 
tremble as though a guardian spirit were 
trying to shake the deadly book out of the 
grasp. 
Hot tears fall. 
She laughs with a 
shrill voice that drops dead at its own 
sound. 
The sweat on her brow is the spray 
dashed up from the river of death. The 
clock strikes "four," and the rosy dawn 
soon after begins to look through the lat- 
tice upon the pale form that looks like a 
detained specter of the night. 
Soon in a 
mad house she will mistake her ringlets 
for ctirling serpents, and thrust her white 
hand through the bars of the prison, and 
smite her head, rubbing it back as though 
to push the scalp from the skull, shrieking: 
"My brain! my brain I" Oh, stand off from 
that! Why will yon go sotmding your way 
amid 
t h e reefs 
a n d warning 
b u o y s 
when there is such a vast ocean in which 
you may voyage, all sail set? 


There is one other thing I shall say this 
morning before I leave yon, whether you 
want to hear it or not. 
That is, that I con- 
sider the lascivious pictorial literature of 
the day as most tremend'ons for ruin. There 
is no one who can li^^ good pictures better 
than I do. 
The quickest and most con- 
densed w^y of impressing the public mind 
is by picture. 
What the painter does by 
his brash for a few favorites the engraver 
does by his knife fot the million. 
What 
the author accomplices by fifty pages the 
artist does hy a flash. Thé best part of » 
painting tbat cotta f 10,000 yoo n a y bnj 
for 10 eentÊ.

them in aiDums and pottioiios. lioa spMO 
the good pictures on their way with 
ministries of ^owledge and mercy! 


But what shall I say of the prostitution 
of this art to purposes of iniqmty. 
These 
death warrants of the soul are at every 
street comer. 
They smite the vision of 
the young man with pollution. 
Many a 
young man buying a copy has bought his 
eternal 
discomfiture. There 
may be 
enough poison in one bad picture to poison 
one Boul, and that soul may neison ten, 
aud ten fifty, and the fifty hundreds, and 
the hundreds thousands, until nohting but 
the measuring line of eternity can tell the 
height, the depth, and ghastliness, and 
horror of the great undoing. 
The work of 
death that the wicked author does in a 
whole book the bad engraver may do on a 
half side of a pictorial. 
Under the guise 
of pure mirth, the young man buys one of 
these sheets. He unrolls it before his 
comrades amid roars of laughter, but long 
after the paper is gone t h e result m a y per- 
h a p s be seen in the blasted 
imaginations 
of t h o s e w h o s a w it. 
T h e q u e e n of death 
h o l d s a b a n q u e t 
every 
night, 
and these 
periodicals a r e t h e printed invitations t o 
h e r g u e s t s . 
Alas that t h e fair 
brow of 
American art should be blotched with this 
plague 
spot, and that 
philanthropists, 
bothering themselves about smaller evils, 
should lift up no united and vehement 
voice 
against 
this 
great 
calamity! 


Yoxmg man, buy not this moral strych- 
nine for your soul! Pick not up this nesl 
if collea "adders for 3?our pocket i 
Tatron- 
ze no news stand that keeps them! 
Have 
four room bright with good engravings; 
3ut for these outrageous pictorials have 
aot one wall, not one bureau, not one 
pocket. A man is no better than the 
picture he loves to look at. If your eyes 
ire not pure your heart cannot be. 
At a 
lews stand one can guess the character of 
i man by the kind of pictorial he pur- 
shases. 
\Vhen the devil fails to get a man 
:o read a bad book he sometimes succeeds 
m getting him to look at a bad picture. 
When satan goes a fishing he does not 
iare whether it is a long line or a short 
line, if he only draws his victim in, Be- 
irare of lascivious pictorials, young man— 
m the name of Almighty God I charge 
ron. 


If I have this morning successfully laid 
i o w n any principles b y which y o u m a y 
judge in regard to books and newspapers, 
;hen I have done something of which I 
ihall not be ashamed o n t h e day 
which 
ihall try every man's work of what 
sort 
t is. 


Cherish good books and newspapers. 
Beware of the bad ones. 
One column 
aaay save your soul; one paragraph may 
•uin it. Benjamin Franklin said that the 
•eading of Cotton Mather's "Essay on Do- 
ng Good" molded his entire life. 
The as- 
sassin of Lord Kussell declared that he 
was led into crime by reading one vivid 
romance. 
The consecrated John 
Angell 
lames, than whom England never pro- 
iuced a better man, declared in his old 
lays that he had never yet got over the 
jvil effects of haviiig for fifteen minutes 
jnce read a bad book. 
But I need not go 
JO far off. I could come near home and 
:ell you of something,' that occurred iu my 
iollege days. I conid tell you of a coni- 
•ade who was great-heartevl, noble, and 
»enerous. 
He was studying for an 
lonorable 
profession, bnt he had an 
nfidel book in his trunk, and he said 
;o me one dav: 
"De Witt, would you 
ike to read it?" I 
said: 
"Yes, I 
jvould." I took the b»ok aud read it for 
>nly a few minutes. 
1 was really startled 
with what I saw there, and 1 handed the 
Dook back to him and said: 
"You had 
Detter destroy that book." No, he kept it. 
Eie read it. 
He reread it. 
After a while 
ae gave up religion as a myth. He gave 
ap (jrod as a nonentity. 
H e gave u p t h e 
Bible as a fable. 
H e gave up the church 
3f 
C h r i s t a s a u s e l e s s institution. H e 
jave up good morals as being unneces- 
larily stringent. I have heard of him but 
;wice in many years. 
The time before the 
last I heard of him he was a confirmed 
nebriate. 
The last I heard of him he was 
coming out of an insane asylum—in body, 
mind, and soul an awful wreck.
